Over many years the Social Credit government has 
consistently managed to make municipal councils and 
school boards appear as the “‘Bad Guys,’’ while build. 
ing their own image as the ‘*Good Guys.’’ 


They have managed it mainly through apportioning of 
revenues, Anybody who has served on municipal councils 
will recall the days when the myth of the debt-free 
province was the posture assumed, There were no 
debt free local governments, even in those days, 


More recently there have been the speeches by cabinet 
ministers calling on school boards and councils to 
exercise better financial judgement. The implication was 
clear enough that it is local governments who are 
responsible for increased taxes. The fact that property 
tax is not an adequate base for financing local school 
needs has been ignored. The need for equalization of 
industrial tax, in order to be fair to all municipalities 
has also been ignored. 


The image is developed in many smaller but effective 

ways, Why the name Municipal Assistance Act? The 

good guys, through their benevolence are “assisting 

the bad guys? No way! Municipalities rightly quality 

for a fair share of revenues, Why should the provinch} 
government use the words “assistance’’ and ‘grants’! 

to describe their obligations to municipalities? 


Thoughtful observers are increasingly aware of a more 
insidious method of putting municipal councillors and 
trustees down, Some of the mayors, councillors and 
trustees are themselves pushing the attitude that to 
protest provincial action is a mistake. ‘We should 
co-operate with big brother to get what we want” 
is the idea, A useful way to silence criticism of the 
good guys. It is also a good way of keeping strong 
leaders from seeking municipal offices. 


The move to turn over to municipalities a one-third 


share of royalties from oil and gas in 1966 was a step 
in the right direction. In view of the debt load carried 
by municipalities their share should probably have 
been more. 


Since 1947 the Social Credit government in Alberta 
has received (through royalties and land sales) a three 
and one-half billion dollar bonanza not enjoyed by aj 
other province, 3.5 Billion! How can they honestly 
justify this cut to municipalities, with an election year 
gimmick like $25 more on homeowners grants? 


Bill 28 takes a giant step backward, in freezing these 
revenues, It took a big step backward in not consulting 
the municipal governments beforehand, First we had 
cabinet ministers urging trustees and councillors to 
plan »udgets five or ten years ahead, then the same 
ministers upset the whole concept with Bill 28. 


Two examples: In St. Albert the Bill chops expected 
revenues this year by some $34,000 without warning, 
In Legal it means four mills will have to be added to 
municipal taxes, without warning. Incredible! 


The increase of $25 in homeowners “grants’’ offers 
some relief to some Albertans, in what looks like an 
outright gift from the province, Costs of administra- 
tion are an indirect charge on the taxpayers however. 

In any case the idea of homeowners grants appears 
to a lot of people as juggling to put into one pocket 
what is taken from the other. 


On the optomistic side such image building may dis- 
appear as the public becomes more aware of its in- 
herent dishonesty. Young people may hasten the day. 


In the meantime it appears that Social Credit’s care- 
fully-built image will be tarnished by Bill 28.

Mr, Premier: 

“Municipal governments are finding it increasingly 
difficult to carry out their responsibilities, It is suggested 
by the municipalities themselves, through such bodies 
as the Canadian Federation of Mayors and Municipalities 
that the problems are these: 

1, Inadequate revenue: 

(a) the property tax which constitutes the major 
revenue source for municipalities is not ade- 
quate for financing municipal programs; 

(b) not enough funds are given to municipalities 
by the federal and provincial governments which, 
it can be argued, have received much of their 
revenue from incomes and activities made poss- 
ible by municipal programs in the first place; 

(c) the rapid growth of social services, traditionally 
the responsibility of municipalities, exacerbates 
the situation; 

(d) the per capita costs of utilities and amenities 
tends to grow with increasing city population, 

2. Inadequate control: 

(a) funds from provincial and federal governments

At a recent meeting of 
the PTA held in Leo Nick- 
erson School, Mrs. Renee 
Laird, recreation co-ordin- 
ator for the town and Mr. 
D. L. White, secretary= 
treasurer of School District 
No, 6 were the guest speak- 
ers, The topic for the evene 
ing was the Joint Use Agreee 
ment between the Town of St, 
Albert and the two school 
districts. 

Mr. White outlined the 
terms of the legal document 
which was signed by repre- 
sentatives of the town and 
each school district in June, 
1966, He explained that the 
purpose behind it was ‘‘to

Dr, Paul Campbell, fore 
merly of Alberta and now of 
London, England, headed a 
distinguished party of eight 
leaders of Moral Re-arma- 
ment from Britain, who were 
entertained at a reception 
he'd for them at the Chateau 
Lacombe recently, 

Dr, Campbell introduced 
the guasts, who represented 
many facets of life in Brit- 
ain, labour unions, induse 
trial management, scientific 
research, the theatrical 
world, and the homas of ore 
dinary people, 

Speaking first "was Mr, 
Les Dennison, a shop stew- 
ard on the building trades 
couicil in Coventry, Enge 
land, Mr, Dennison, who 
was for 22 years a member 
of the communist party, now 
spends much of his time 
furthering the program of 
Moral Re-armament, After 
speaking of the revolution- 
ary changes for the better 
in his own famlly and on 
his job since he met MRA, 
he went on to speak of a 
remarkable statement isse 
ued by trade unionists in 
British industry, 

In this statement, they 
pledged not to demand pay 
increases If their firms 
could not afford them, and 
they went on to state ‘We 
have declared War on self- 
ishness and bitterness - bee 
ginning with ourselves,’ 

This statemant, which has

be offered a job with the 
tourist bureau in one of the 
places she visits, Otherwise 
both Mr, and Mrs, Ross are 
expected back in St, Albert 
on the 17th or 18th of April. 
Here is Sadie’s newsletter: 

Sydney, a very large busy 
city with many bays and ine 
lets and beautiful beaches 
where surfers abound, We 
had __s friends in Sydney 
(friends of Ann's and Chris’) 
they took care of us for 
1 1/2 days so we saw a 
lot of additional places - 
driving a hundred miles out 
to NewCastle and beyond 
on the Sunday, 

Canberra was our next 
stop - not nearly so big - a 
fully planned city so very 
clean, wide streets, an arte 
ificial lake in the centre of 
the city and of course the 
usual flowers and shrubs - 
all so lovely. 

While in Canberra we went 
out to a Sheep Station where 
we saw ‘“‘the sheep dog”’’ at 
work, watched a shearing 
and ended the afternoon with 
tea at the lovely old ranch- 
house, 

From Canberra we went 
to Melbourne = this again is 
a big busy city - seemed a 
bit grimy after Canberra, 
It was a fascinating place 
to shop in = Arcades open= 
ing off the main streets with 
dozens of small shops, One 
that especially took my eye 
was a ‘‘ Button Shop’’ = ashop 
about 16 feet square = walls 
completely covered by dis- 
play of buttons and that was 
all they sold, University 
campus is very attractive

In Melbourne we visited 
Noel and Lucky (Brandle)

sundown it was so beautiful, 
We then had dinner with the 
Stuarts and filled them inon 
St. Albert happenings, 

From Melbourne we flew 
to Alice Springs which is just 
about the centre of Australia 
and in ‘*The Great OutBack”’ 
Alice Springs is a town of 
about 10,000, From there we 
flew to Ayer’s Rock (600 
miles return) we went ina 
small plane the pilot, the 
guide and four passengers, 
We flew low enough to get a 
fair idea ofthe countryside = 
vast cattle ranches and very 
few dwellings, Ayer’s Rock 
is the largest single rock in 
the world = having a cire 
cumference of 5 1/2 miles 
its 3,000 feet above sea level 
which made it about 1,500 
feet above ground level, It 
has many odd formations and 
caves which are decorated 
with aborigine drawings. 

Very warm there about 
98 degrees - airconditioning 
felt very good. 

Alice Springs is one of 
the bases for ‘‘The Flying 
Doctor’’ = ‘School of the 
Air’’ has a station there 
where they give lessons to
